Marion  Romney  Chosen 
To  Address  Graduates 
At  Baccalaurate  Exercises 


Marion  G.  Romney,  member  of  the  Council  of  Twelve  Apostles 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  will  deliver  the 
baccalaureate  address  to  the  graduating  class  of  Brigham  Young 
University  June  7,  it  was  announced  today  by  Dr.  Ernest  L.  Wilkin- 
son, president. 

The  baccalaureate  services  will  be  held  in  the  fieldhouse  and 


will  begin  with  preliminary  organ  music  by  J.  J.  Keeler.  The  aca- 
demic procession  will  form  at  the  Maeser  building  and  proceed  at 


7 p.m.  down  the  hillside  walk  to 
starte  at  7:30  p.m.  with  music  1 
university  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Don  L.  Earl. 

Elder  Romney  has  fieen  a mem- 
ber ofthe  Council  of  Twelve  since 
October,  1951,  and  before  that 
time  was  an  assistant  to  the 
council  from  April,  1941. 

He  was  born  in  Colmbia,  Juar- 
ez ( Chihuahua,  Mexico,  a son  of 
George  S.  and  Artemisia  Redd 
Romney,  and  the  family  moved 
to  Salt  Lake  City  in  1912  after 
their  expulsion  from  Mexico  with 
other  LDS  members  during  the 
uprisings  of  Pancho  Villa. 

The  churchman  was  graduated 
from  Ricks  College,  Idaho,  where 
his  father  was  president.  He  ob- 
tained the  bachelor  of  science 
degree  at  University  of  Utah  in 
1926  and  the  LL.B.  degree  from 
University  of  Utah  in  1932.  He 
served  as  assistant  to  the  coun- 
ty, district  and  city  attroneys  in 
Salt  Lake. 

A lifelong  leader  in  the  LDS 
Church,  he  served  on  a mission  to 
Australia  in  1920-23.  After  much 
activity  in  priesthood  quorums 
and  auxiliary  organizations,  he 
became  bishop  of  the  33rd  ward, 
Salt  Lake  City,  in  1935,  serving 
until  he  became  president  of 
Bonneville  Stake  in  1938.  He  re- 
mained in  this  position  until  his 
call  in  1941  as  an  assistant  to  the 
Council  of  Twelve.

The  banquet  will  be  sponsored 
jointly  by  the  BYU  press  club 
and  the  Harrison  R.  Merrill  chap- 
ter of  Kappa  Tau  Alpha,  national 
journalism  scholarship  fraternity. 
Dr.  Robinson  will  be  inducted  as 
an  honorary  member  of  Kappa 
Tau  Alpha  at  the  banquet,  along 
with  a number  of  students,  alum- 
ni and  staff  members  of  the 
journalism  department. 

Awards  will  be  presented  to 
the  following  seniors  in  journal- 
ism: Eugene  Hansen,  Virginia 
Havens,  Nanette  Stapp  Eccles, 
Robert  Holman,  Ralph  Jeppson, 
Jack  Nelson,  Norman  White  and 
Loren  Dunn.

He  received 
his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  here

He  received  the  Master  of  Sci- 
ence in  education  and  the  Doctpr 
of  Education  degrees  from  UCLA 
in  1947-49.  He  has  also  done  work 
as  a graduate  teaching  assistant 
at  that  university. 

Dr.  Reid  joined  the  faculty  at 
Greeley  in  1949.  He  taught  classes 
in  guidance  there  and  served  as 
Counselor  of  Men  for  the  depart- 
ment of  student  personnel.  He  is 
president  of  the  Northern  Colo- 
rado Personnel  and  Guidance  As- 
sociation. For  four  years  .he  has 
been  active  in  the  organization 
Guidance  work  shop  held  during 
summer  sessions  at  Colorado. 

During  World  War  II  he  serv- 
ed as  a Lieutenant  in  the  Navy, 
aboard  destroyers  in  both  the 
Atlantic  and  Pacific.  Before  the 
war  he  taught  in  Utah  schools.

“When  the  first  class  of  basic 
college  students  graduate,  we 
expect  the  school  to  have  re- 
ceived not  only  state  but  also 
national  accreditation,”  Miss  Han- 
sen said.

Spiritual  Atmosphere  Seen 
As  ‘Greatest  Feature’  of  Y 


by  the  Editors 


“I  feel  that  the  spiritual 
atmosphere  at  Brigham 
Young  University  is  its 
greatest  feature.  It  is  one  of 
my  main  reasons  for  attend- 
ing.” 

This  statement  seems  to 
best  express  the  sentiments 
of  the  great  majority  of  stu- 
dents interviewed  concerning 
the  spiritual  atmosphere  ex- 
isting on  the  Y campus. 

Situated  in  a unique  posi- 
tion as  the  official  Universi- 
ty of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
the  school  has  openly  under- 
taken to  promote  faith  and  a 
testimony  of  the  gospel  in  its 
students,  no  matter  what 
their  background. 

President  Brigham  Young, 
in  his  off-repeated  instruc- 
tions to  founder  Karl  G.  Mae- 
ser  stated  that  “not  even  the 
multiplication  tables  should 
be  taught  without  the  Spirit 
of  God,”  and  the  succeeding 
presidents  of  the  University 
have  endeavored  to  maintain 
this  admonition. 

Possess  Testimonies 

To  do  so,  the  administra- 
tion has  searched  out  men 
who  are  not  only  academical- 
ly proficient  in  their  fields, 
but  who  have  testimonies  of 
the  Gospel,  and  who  will 
build  faith  in  the  classrooms. 
How  well  they  have  succeed- 
ed was  one  of  the  questions 
of  the  survey. 

Ali  students  polled  felt  that 
most  of  the  teachers  at  the 
Y have  high  spiritual  stand- 
ards, although  nearly  all 
stated  that  there  are  excep-  > 
tions.  All  who  expressed  the 
latter  view,  however,  hast- 
ened to  add  that  such  pro- 
fessors were  in  the  minority. 
Students  mentioned  especial- 
ly such  fields  as  geology  and 
bacteriology,  seemingly  sub- 
jects dealing  with  pure  sci- 
ence, and  pointed  out  the 
way  in  which  spiritual  mat- 
ters are  discussed  and 


brought  into  the  classroom. 

The  overwhelming  majori- 
ty of  the  students  polled  felt 
that  the  spiritual  atmosphere 
at  the  Y is  a healthy  one, 
lacking  in  bigotry  or  hipoc- 
risy.  The  school  has  endeav- 
ored to  teach  truth  in  all 
fields,  religious  as  well  as 
academic,  and  most  students 
feel  that  no  sacrifice  has 
been  made  to  scientific  ac- 
curacy in  following  this  prac- 
tice. 

Chief  Criticism 

Main  criticism  came  when 
students  objected  to  the 
crowded  conditions  existing 
in  many  of  the  religion  class- 
es. One  students  expressed 
the  opinion  that  “there  are 
too  many  large  classes  where 
the  teacher  is  just  like  a pup- 
pet— I would  like  to  get  bet- 
ter acquainted  with  my 
teachers.” 

It  might  be  safely  stated 
that  students  feel  that  Brig- 
ham Young  University  has 
moved  nearer  its  ultimate 
goal  spiritually  than  it  has 
either  academically  or  soci- 
ally. The  large  body  of  re- 
turned missionaries  on  the 
campus  help  create  an  at- 
mosphere that  could  scarcely 
be  duplicated  elsewhere, 
while  at  the  same  time,  the 
Y is  not  a sactimonious 
school.  It  has  produced  men 
who  have  gone  into  the  world 
and  become  successful  in 
their  fields,  and  who  have 
maintained  a \ staunch  religi- 
ous faith. 

Success  Factor 

Employers  are  recognizing 
that  Y graduates  have  a high 
sense  of  responsibility  and  a 
high  “success  factor,”  and  as 
a result  graduates  are  find- 
ing it  easier  to  move  into 
good  positions.  Much  of  the 
credit  for  this  situation  must 
be  given  the  administration 
and  faculty  for  their  efforts 
to  promote  and  maintain  the 
high  standards  demanded  by 
the  school  and  church.

Warner  Brothers  have  led  the  field  in  innovating  new  processes 
in  film  making  ever  since  they  introduced  sound  to  pictures  with 
the  “Jazz  Singer.”  This  time  they’ve  given  us  a study  in  three  di- 
mension and  horror  called  “House  of  Wax,”  which  is  a grim  business 
every  way  it’s  looked  at. 

The  story,  the  nucleus  of  which  has  been  kicking  around  for 
years,  has  to  do  with  a mad  sculptor  who  has  a passion  for  snatch- 
ing bodies,  incasing  them  in  wax,  and  exhibiting  them  to  the  public. 
This  lunatic,  played  by  Vincent  Price,  has  a hideously  scarred  face, 
thanks  to  a fire  in  the  wax  works,  that  reminds  one  of  Lon  Chaney 
in  Phantom  of  the  Opera.”  Vincent  creeps  about  in  cape  and  slouch 
hat,  killing  girls  in  bed,  hanging  people  down  elevator  shafts — until 
at  last  he  gets  the  shaft,  falling  into  a pot  of  boiling  wax. 

Woven  in  with  this  nonsense  is  a love  story  that  would  be 
laughed  at  by  someone  even  if  they’d  never  had  a date,  several 
hundred  dopey  cops,  and  a beautiful  set  of  wax  figures.  The  figures 
are  for  real  and  are  not  played  by  cast-off  actors. 

The  3-D  aspect  of  the  film  is  its  worst  drawback.  Even  with  the 
dark  glasses  on  it  appears  blurred  and  fuzzy.  There  are  many  con- 
trived situations  that  give  the  special  effects  men  a chance  to  make 
things  jump  out  at  the  audience.  Fire  lurks  above  the  audience, 
balls  bounce  down  the  aisles,  fists  smash  you  in  the  teeth — all  blur- 
red of  course,  and  the  whole  works  gave  us  an  aye  ache.  The  darn 
poloroid  glasses  never  fit  and  slip  off  on  the  average  of  300  times 
a movie.  They  also  smell  like  a dead  skunk. 

We’re  anxious  to-  see  what  improvements  are  made  on  3-D 
in  the  coming  movies,  but  until  they  happen,  an  old  standard  2-D 
movie  will  do.  . . as  long  as  it’s  something  as  wonderful  as  “Moulin 
Rouge.”

Study 

Accoustics 


What  does  Crawford  Gates 
mean  when  he  writes  forte,  or 
triple  forte?  What  did  Beethoven 
or  any  of  the  other  music  mas- 
ters mean  when  they  wrote 
forte? 

No  two  musicians  mean  exact- 
ly the  same  thing,  when  they 
write  forte  and  other  symbols  for 
loudness,  because  there  is  no  ab- 
solute standard.  Each  player  must 
judge  for  himself.  To  establish  a 
scientific  standard  in  decibels  for 
volume  intensity,  is  one  of  the 
projects  of  Neil  Sorensen  and 
Hugh  Woodford,  graduate 
sistants,  currently  working  in  the 
acoustical  laboratories  of  the  sci- 
ence building. 

There  are  three  especially  de- 
signed rooms  used  in  acoustical 
research. 

One  of  these  rooms  is  a large, 
empty  room,  which  is  used  to 
measure  the  co-efficient  of  ab- 
sorption of  sound  for  acoustical 
tile.  Sound  at  certain  frequencies 
can  reverberate  in  this  chamber 
for  88  seconds.  By  measuring  the 
time  of  decay  (time  necessary  for 
sound  to  cease  echoing)  with  and 
without  the  tile,  the  co-efficient 
of  absorption  is  easily  calculated. 

Another  of  the  acoustical  rooms 
is  called  the  dead  room.  The 
walls  are  insulated  so  that  no 
sound  is  reverberated.  Here,  ab- 
solute measurements  are  taken, 
and  some  of  the  work  for  deter- 
mining a standard  for  volume  in- 
tensity, mentioned  earlier,  will 
be  done. 

A third'  room  is  designed  to 
approximate  the  sound  conditions 
of  an  ordinary  living  room.  The 
study  of  sound  under  normal 
conditions  is  done  in  this  room. 

Mr.  Sorensen  and  Mr.  Wood- 
ford are  also  working  with  an 
instrument  devised  during  the 
war  for  decoding  messages,  call- 
ed the  sonagraph,  which  analyzes 
the  harmonic  content  and  the 
harmonic  amplitude  of  sounds. 

Also  a part  of  the  researchers’ 
work  in  making  music  better 
and  more  accurate  is  the  “tone 
snythesizer.”  They  are  making 
this  instrument  to  produce  any 
known  or  imaginable  musical 
tone.  With  the  “tone  synthesizer,” 
they  can  study  what  harmonics 
are  present  and  how  much  of 
each  harmonic  is  present  in  dif- 
ferent musical  tones.

We  saw  champions  run  Saturday  in  the  Western  Division  track 
meet  here.

When  the  chips  were  down  toward  the  last  of  the  meet,  the 
BYU  team  went  all  out  to  save  the  day — and  almost  did.

The  whole  meet  depended  on  this  race  and  BYU 
is  weak  in  this  department — so  Robison  gambled.  And  we  figuje  it 
was  a smart  gamble.  He  substituted  Dick  Fuenning,  a sprinter,  as 
second  man  on  the  relay  team.  Now  Fuenning  had  run  the  100  and 
220  and  lost  both  for  the  first  time  this  year.  Then  he  had  entered 
the  broad  jump  in  place  of  Bob  Bills,  who’s  out  with  an  infected  leg. 
Fuenning  took  the  baton  five  yards  behind  a Montana  man  and  set 
out  to  catch  him.  Now  Fuenning’s  a sprinter  and  the  440  is  a long 
ways  from  being  a sprint.  He  tired  half  way  through  but  coming 
into  the  stretch  he  put  his  whole  heart  in  it  and  passed  Montana  to 
give  BYU  a lead — a futile  lead  as  it  turned  out,  for  Montana  won 
the  race  and  the  meet.
